34. (Amended) An expression vector comprising a selectable drug-resistance gene 
having an mRNA-destablizing sequence, which produces a short-lived transcript of the 
drug-resistance gene. 

35. (Amended) An expression vector comprising a drug-resistance gene linked to an 
mRNA-destablizing sequence, wherein said expression vector confers drug resistance 
when transfected into a cell and the drug-resistance gene is transcribed at a higher rate 
under selection with the drug because of the presence of the mRNA-destabilizing 
sequence. 
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
